Immunization oe 
influenza Offered — 


Health Commissioner WH- 


“iam Myers has announced that 


the Columbus Health Depart- 
ment, in cooperation with 
Community Health and Nurs- 
ing Service and other commun- 
ity agencies, will offer immuni- 
zation against influenzato high 
risk individuals in September 
and throughout October. 

The 1982 vaccine is a trival- 
ent preparation consisting of 
A/Brazil/78, A/Bangkok/79, 
and B/Singapore/79 strains. 

Vaccination is strongly 
recommended and will be 
offered for persons age 60 and 
over since they are at higher 
risk of dying from influenza. 

The following persons are 
also at high risk for influenza: 
persons with significant heart 
disease; persons with signifi- 
cant lung disease, which 
includes all heavy smokers 
fone pack per day or more) 
persons with significant kidney 
disease; persons with diabetes 
or other metabolic disease that 
increases the risk of infection; 
persons with chronic anemia, 
such as sickle cell anemia; per- 
sons with conditions that 
reduce their body's immunity 
to disease, such as cancer, 
and/or persons on drugs that 
reduce the body's defenses to 

infection. 


Persons with these condi- 
tions should consult theirphy- .: 
sician. Vaccine will be availa- 
ble to adults with the above 
conditions only upon presen- 
tation of a written recommen- 
dation from their physician. 

Everyone requesting immun- 
ization will be required to sign 
aconsent form in conformance 
with federal and state policies. 

There will be a $3. fee for the 


—inftuenza- immunization which 


may be paid by cash or check 
made out to Treasurer, City of 
Columbus. 

Anyone who has expe- 
rienced an adverse reaction in 
the past to influenza vaccine 
should consult their physician.

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Against Workfare Program 


Under the Workfare Pro- 
gram, it's a means of legalized 
slavery in 1982. The Workfare 
concept, an old idea to trade 
public assistance service fdr a 
welfare check is a presumption 
that work experience will help 
an individual to escape public 
assistance: 

Mothers will be forced onto 
Workfare although there will 
be no real job for them to work. 
if you are employed today you 


jobs become available, you 

could be forced to accept only 

the minimum wage. This is the 
plan for Workfare operation. 


The first persons to become 
applicants of the Workfare 
Program will bé those that are 
just getting on Welfare at the 
time Workfare starts and thé 
next group of individuals will 
be persons coming in for rede- 
termination and they will 
become eligible for Workfare. 
The Welfare caseworker, the 
person deciding who is or is 
not eligible, makes the deter- 
mination as to who participates 
in Workfare. This is the bad 
part of the Workfare Program. 


For instance, when a case- 
worker feels that you're 
already enrolied in a program 
or an accredited state school 
(the case worker makes a 
determination of the program 
in your best interest) he or she 


_ can take the individual out of 


the program. The client is 
forced into a Job Club or other 
Workfare Program. Regardless

As yet, 
no southern state has initiated 
such programs. 


People in nursing homes, 
individuals 65 years old and 
plus and persons 19 years old 
and younger will be exempt 
from Workfare. When a new 
administration is elected, it is 
hopeful that they will have a 
change of heart. It is hoped 
that they will be sensitive to the 
needs of the poor. 


This past July, ADC recip-
